WHERE WEATHER IS MADE. 


V HE ENTERPRISE 


Medicine Rat, Alberta, Canada, and 
How It Got Ita Name. 

“Here Is where you get your weath¬ 
er,” says the conductor, as the train 
pulls into Medicine Hat, province uf 
Alberta, Canada. And then the na¬ 
tives take the visitors from the State* 
around the corner and point to a box 
eight by four feet on the side of the 
hill where “weather for the States is 
bred." Medicine Hat gets a conspic¬ 
uous place on the weather map Issued 
by the United States bureau, says the 
Indianapolis News. The name figures 
in most of the cold weather reports, 
but, as a matter of fact, the town is 
not a weather breeder. It possesses 
an extremely mild climate in winter 
in comparison with some of these 
northwest territory towns, and does 
not deserve ull the advertisement it 
receives through Uncle Sam’s valua¬ 
ble bureau. It may be remarked inci¬ 
dentally that it gets hot here in sum¬ 
mer. To-day it was eighty in the 
shade and all that was lacking to 
make a summer day of the Central 
West was humidity, a commodity 
with which they are not acquainted 
up here. 

The traveler who drops off here is 
Inclined to ask of the iirst native he 
meets: “Where did you get thut hat?” 
He learns that there are many the¬ 
ories concerning the origin of the 
town’s name. They grow out of In¬ 
dian legends. The country in the vi¬ 
cinity of the town was once the cen¬ 
ter of the land of the Crees, and one 
of the traditions is that in the dim 
and distant past the daughter of the 
head chief of the tribe fell into the 
deep, swift-flowing Saskatchewan riv¬ 
er a few miles above the site of the 
town.

In Florida on the first day of July 
last a "Jim Crow” street car act went 
into effect. It was apparently rather 
drastic in its provisions, for. in order 
to facilitate enforcement of the de¬ 
creed separation of the races, it con¬ 
ferred police powers upon the con¬ 
ductors. In some of the cities of the 
State the act produced interesting, 
even amusing, complications. Thus at 
Jacksonville, where one of the two 
street car companies serving the city 
is largely owned by colored people, the 
management assigned the cooler and 
pleasanter front seats to the negro pa¬ 
trons and relegated the whites to the 
rear section. The other company, 
which is understood to have opposed 
the measure during its pendency in the 
Legislature, was placed under a boy¬ 
cott by the colored people for obeying 
the law in the usual way, and a sim¬ 
ilar movement seems to have been In¬ 
augurated In other communities. At 
the instigation of a colored law firm 
a test case was arranged without de¬ 
lay to determine the validity of the 
act The firm in question contended 
that certain provisions of it were not 
only contrary to the State constitution, 
bnt in conflict with the second section 
of the fourteenth amendment to the 
Federal Constitution, which section 
reads as follows: "No State shall make 
or enforce any law which shall abridge 
the privileges or immunities of citizens 
of the United States, nor shall any 
State deprive any person of life, lib¬ 
erty or property without due process 
of law, nor deny to any person within 
Its jurisdiction the equal protection of 
the laws.” With remnrkable speed the 
case has passed through the various 
stages of such litigation, and the Su¬ 
preme Court of the State, sustaining 
the judgment of the Circuit Court, has 
pronounced the act void on the 
grounds alleged by the colored attor¬ 
neys. In view of the decision in the 
Berea College case, where the Ken¬ 
tucky law abolishing and prohibiting 
racial co-education was upheld, this 
Florida judgment assumes particular 
Interest. We know, of course, that the 
"Jim Crow” arrangement cannot be 
applied by States to Interstate passen 
ger service, but Its constitutionality 
within State lines has not been gener 
ally questioned, and Kicbmond has 
been debating the proposition to estab¬ 
lish separate public parks for the col¬ 
ored residents on the theory that the 
more completely the races are separ¬ 
ated the better for both. The Florida 
decision may not be a blow to all “Jim 
Crow” legislation, but it is unquestlon 
ably a blow at certain varieties of that 
legislation.

To this end. an official of the 
church has recently completed the pur¬ 
chase of the old Smith farm In Sha¬ 
ron, Vt., where picturesque ruins mark 
the spot on which stood the humble 
cottage of Lucy and Joseph Smith, 
parents of the Mormon leader. 

For more than a century the little 
town has pursued its way In peaceful 
obscurity, unsought by tourist, its 
charms unknown save to the chance 
summer visitor. 

A magnificent monument, summer 
cottages for the accommodation of vis¬ 
itors, and the transforming of the 
farm Into a beautiful park will yearly 
bring hundreds of “Latter Day Saints" 
who will come to pay their devoirs at 
the shrine of the Prophet Joseph. 

The ruins of the old place will be 
left Intact. A few feet to the east¬ 
ward of the foundation stones, and r.t 
the crowning point of the hill on which 
they stand, will he placed the memo¬ 
rial monument. The design for this 
Is already being exhibited In alt Lake 
City, and unbounded admiration ls ex¬ 
pressed for Its simple impressive beau¬ 
ty. It shows a massive block of Ver¬ 
mont granite from which rises a per¬ 
pendicular shaft 38'(i feet high, a foot 
for each year of the prophet’s life. The 
stone will be highly polished from 
base to pinnacle and the sides in¬ 
scribed with quotations from Scrip¬ 
ture and prophetic utterances of the 
famous seer. 

Plans are also under way for a cot¬ 
tage which will stand on an eminence 
facing the monument and overlooking 
the broad sweep of the orchard. The 
plot of ground purchased includes two 
beautiful clear mountain springs 
which rise about SO feet above the site 
selected for the cottage.

There have been but four secretaries 
since the foundation of the depart¬ 
ment as it is now constituted—Norman 
.7. Coleman of Missouri. Jeremiah 
M. Rusk of Wisconsin. J. Sterling 
Morton of Nebraska and James Wil¬ 
son of Iowa, the present incumbent. 
All of them have proved to be admir¬ 
able selections. Mr. Coleman was Sec¬ 
retary less than a month, but he had 
been commissioner and had obtained 
an excellent record in that capacity. No 
other department has shown a quicker 
growth or has Intrenched itself more 
securely in the affections of the people. 
It has become an Indispensable part of 
the governmental machinery, and vast 
interests are bound up in it. The 
eagerness with which its monthly crop 
bulletins are awaited is an evidence of 
Its standing among the farming com¬ 
munity. and the very fact that ques¬ 
tionable methods of obtaining them in 
advance have been resorted to shows 
their commercial value. Ever since 
their first issue attempts have beet) 
made to manipulate them dishonestly, 
and It is quite likely that occasional 
leaks will continue in spite of the in¬ 
creased vigilance. 


COLLECT CROP STATISTICS. 


Every precaution is taken to prevent 
leaks. The sheets sent in by the coun¬ 
ty and township correspondents are 
distributed to the office force by the 
chief of the division. In the apportion¬ 
ment of the work great care is taken 
to keep the section reports separated 
widely, so that no clerk is permitted to 
deal with figures for a single crop cov¬ 
ering a wide area. Extra precaution is 
taken to detect collusion, and every 
night before work is over the records 
are all collected and locked in n groat 
safe. The reports of the State agents 
and the field men arc put in this safe 
also and kept there under unbroken 
seals until a stated time. 

The Issuing of a completed report is 
quite a ceremonial affair. On the event¬ 
ful morning of the day on which it is 
to appear the Secretary of Agriculture 
or his assistant goes over to the office 
of the chief statistician to witness the 
opening of the envelopes. The door of 
the office is locked, and no one is per¬ 
mitted to enter until the compilation 
is completed. The clerks keep to their 
tasks until the final results are reach¬ 
ed. After repented verification a trust¬ 
ed employe is called into the room and 
set at work running off the reports on 
n mimeographlc machine. Meanwhile 
the reporters and messengers from the 
brokers and telegraph offices are wait¬ 
ing impatiently In the corridor for the 
door to open, and when it does the mad 
scampering begins.

The government system of crop re¬ 
porting is really a wonderful scheme, 
and the reporting force is a peculiar 
organization. It is composed of about 
250,000 agents scattered all over the 
land and is probably the least expen¬ 
sive organization, in view of its size, 
In existence. The totnl appropriation 
for the support of the bureau of statis¬ 
tics is only $190,000 a year. Out of 
this sum must be paid the salaries of 
the chief statistician, a large corps of 
associate statisticians and assistants 
and many agricultural experts, all lo¬

the crop reports furnished by Uncle 
Bam Is built of the agricultural opin¬ 
ions of a great number of unpaid men. 
There are at least 40,(XX) township cor¬ 
respondents, all of them farmers of 
aufficlent Intelligence to fill out blank 
BL forms provided by the government. 
(jS These forms ask for information con¬ 
cerning the area of land under culti¬ 
vation In different crops, amount of 
rainfall, etc. The men and women who 
■end in these reports are satisfied to 
receive as a reward for tlieir labor a 
few packages of seed in the spring 
and some of the publications of the 
department for winter reading. The 
next body of official nows gatherers 


should be much preliminary guesswork 
in interested quarters as to the tenor j 
of the expected report. It is equally in¬ 
evitable that these guesses should oc¬ 
casionally prove to he correct. When¬ 
ever It happens thus, there is nn im¬ 
mediate charge of crookedness against 
the bureau. It has been so since its 
organization, and it has been threaten¬ 
ed repeatedly with investigation. In 
spite of the effort that has been made 
to prevent it, the department officials 
do not deny that crookedness has been 
practiced. They insist, however, that 
it has not been the rule. 

When the Department of Agriculture 
was created, in 18(52, and put in charge 
of an official termed the Commissioner 
of Agriculture there vers faint promise 
that it would ever arrive at its present 
consequence, having for its head a 
member of the President’s cabinet. In 
1889, during the administration of 
Grover Cleveland, the Commissioner of 
Agriculture, Norman J. Coleman, of 
Missouri, was given a scat in the cabi¬ 
net, and agriculture wns raised to the 
dignity of an actual department of the 
government. The wisdom of the ac¬ 
tion was doubted by many persons at 
the time, and there were many who 
saw In It a mere political expedient, “a 
sop to the fnrmer," and who were of 
the opinion that little actual good 
would come front transforming the 
former commissioner into a cabinet 
dignitary, enlarging his powers and 
increasing the bureaus under his su¬ 
pervision. 

Nowadays, however, every person 
who lias given any attention to the 
subject or has taken the trouble to 
sound popular opinion on the matter 
knows that tills department, last ex¬ 
cept one to be created, is one of the 
most important among the nine great 
divisions of the general government. 
It has been n fortunate tiling for the 
department that Its heads thus far 
have been men of good practical sense, 
men who were willing to devote all of 
their time and attention to the work 
of promoting the agricultural interests 
of the nation.

consists of the county correspondents. 
There are 2,G(X) of these, each of whom 
has three assistants, making a total 
force of county correspondents of 
T.80Q- The department has a list of 
over 100,000 other farmers, who are 
called upon twice a year for specific 
facts which enter into the general fore¬ 
cast of crops just prior to harvesting 
time. 

The paid force, those who receive 
Borne portion of the $190,000 set aside 
by the government for the purpose of 
maintaining the bureau, is small, but 
capable. It embraces the State agents 
arid the field men. The State statisti¬ 
cal agents, one for every State, accord¬ 
ing to the plan, are paid from $3O0 to 
$900 a year for about a week's work in 
each month. They are kept posted by 
the county correspondents, but they 
are not dependent entirely on their re¬ 
ports. They are allowed the greatest 
possible latitude in the exercise of 
their own judgment nnd are men of 
standing and character in their various 
communities. The field men receive $7 
a day and expenses. Literally con¬ 
strued, their duties consist in moving 
about in tlieir own districts during the 
growing season and gathering infor¬ 
mation from any source accessible to 
them. They interview not only farm¬ 
ers and planters, but get information 
from implement dealers, merchants, 
bankers, stock growers, etc. They are 
given the fullest possible opportunity 
to form their Judgment from the com¬ 
ments of men on both sides of the crop 
question.

The richest family in 
America took him up as a young man and made him its 
adviser in matters of business, and ever since then he has 
been its spokesman and representative. 

Innumerable corporations have associated him with them 
because of his supposed integrity and his high reputation. 
He has been signally honored at home and abroad, and in 
the evening of his life he was sent by the greatest State in 
the Union to be its representative in the Senate of the 
United States. In one word, Chauncey M. Depew has beeu 
generally regarded for thirty years as typical of all that 
is best in our civilization. 

And now comes the report that this man has admitted 
that, while one of the guardians and trustees of a widows' 
and orphans fund, he voted for a loan of their money guar¬ 
anteed by himself, then repudiated his guarantee and in¬ 
formed his creditors that the guarantee was illegal, with 
the result that they lost the hundreds of thousands of dol¬ 
lars he had obtained. All this time, too, the widows and 
orphans were paying him $ 20,000 a year as their legal coun 
eel and $25 for every directors' meeting, whether he at 
tended it or not 

Can it be possible that the lust for money, money, nl 
ways more money, is destroying the moral fiber of the 
nation? There have of late been many indications that it 
is, and the case of Chauncey M. Depew makes it seem 
almost a certainty.—Des Moines News.

As to Fast Trains. 

NE railway expert is quoted as saying that tht 
very fastest train on a road is the safest be¬ 
cause it has the right of way over all other 
traffic: every employe on the road is on the 
lookout for it; it is made up of the best equip 
ment and run by the most skillful trainmen. 
This may be entirely true and probably is. But 
When an accident does overtake one of these “flyers” it 
is usually far more disastrous than a similar accident to a 
slower train. But is it not possible to apply the conditions 
which make the fastest trains exceptionally safe to all 
other trains.- That it is possible to Improve conditions in 
this regard is shown by statistics which were rend at the 
recent railway congress by Sir George Armytage. chairman 
of the Lancashire and Yorkshire Railway. These statistics 
show that in four years, beginning with *1900, more persons 
were killed or injured on the railways of the United States 
than in the whole of Europe for the same time. In the 
mad rush of modern life safety is sacrificed to speed in 
every walk of life. If we made haste more slowly there 
would be fewer cases of “nerves" among women, fewer 
cases of insomnia among men, fewer patients ln the Insane 
asylums, fewer divorces growing out of ill temper. In 
short, if we lived slower we might live longer and more 
happily.—Baltimore Sun.

WITNESSED UNIQUE DUEL. 


Three Bears anil n Colony of Rattle¬ 
snakes Engaged In Fight. 

Frederick Zinn nnd Mortimer Gray, 
while fishing for trout In Panther run, 
eaw a unique duel between a mother 
bear und two cubs and a colony of rat¬ 
tlesnakes, according to the Philadel¬ 
phia Record. 

There is a prevalene belief that rat¬ 
tlers and bears often hibernate togeth¬ 
er, but this occurrence shows that 
there are times, ut leust, when there is 
deadly enmity between the two. The 
fishermen were attracted to the spot 
by the squealing of the bear cubs, nnd 
they left the stream In the hope that 
they might be able to capture the* 
youngsters. But the sight they beheld 
was sufficient to destroy all ambition 
to capture bears In such a place. 

The place of battle was not more 
than a rod from the creek, on the ris¬ 
ing slope and on the sunny side. A 
series of shelving rocks ended in a 
large surface rock almost as level ns a 
table and perhaps twenty feet in area. 
Off tlie edge of this grew an oak tree 
of good size, but hollow of trunk about 
eighteen feet up. 

One of the cub bears had sought 
refuge up ou the first limb of this tree, 
while the second youngster was hang¬ 
ing to the trunk, not more than a yard 
below, like a bat on a limb—head 
downward. Botli the cubs were squeal¬ 
ing for dear life, and the spectators 
soon saw what the matter was, so far 
as they were concerned.

The airship which Dr. F. A. Barton and F. L. Rinvson have been con¬ 
structing at Alexandra palace for the English war office was tried recently. 
The results were fairly satisfactory during the flight, but the airship came 
to a disastrous end after arriving at Romford. The vessel tapered in front 
like the hows of an ordinary ship and u largo rudder was fitted at the stern. 
The propelling power was supplied by two fifty horse power motors. Each 
motor drove a pair of two-blade propellers which lay on each side of the 
ship and were driven by belts. The propellers were seven feet In diameter 
and each motor equipment was separately controlled. The ship was pro¬ 
vided with banks of aeroplanes. The total weight of the airship was about 
14, (XX! pounds. The balloon measured 180 feet In length and 40 feet In diam¬ 
eter; 600 carboys of vitriol and fifty tons of iron borings were used for the 
manufacture of the hydrogen gas. After elaborate preliminaries the airship 
got under way and nseended some 2,400 feet. The wind, however, caused 
the experimenters great trouble, and the steering was not all that they had 
hoped. The vessel came down on the farther side of Romford. The descent 
was accomplished almost successfully, but as the four aeronauts had con¬ 
gregated at one end of the platform, earth was no sooner reached than the 
stern of the ship rose suddenly and Mr. Spencer found it necessary to cut 
the balloon open. The gas rushed out with a roar, the ear crashed to the 
ground and went practically to pieces. 


FRAUDS IN THE MAILS. 

Assistant Attorney General Who 
Hunts Crooks. 

Every year many people find them¬ 
selves cut off from the privilege of the 
malls. No matter how many letters 
are coming to them 
or how much mon¬ 
ey these letters 
contain, the post¬ 
master refuses de¬ 
livery; the letters 
and the money go 
back to the send¬ 
ers. That is what 
happens when a 
fraud order Is Is¬ 
sued. In a sunny 
corner of the ad¬ 
ministrative floor 
of the Postofflee 
Department at Washington is a law¬ 
yer, keen and round, who looks after 
that particular kind of business. It 
Is a very large business, for In tho 
twelve months of the last tlscal year 
Assistant Attorney General R. P. Good¬ 
win was Instrumental In excluding 
from the malls tho letters of almost 
150 different men and concerns. This 
fiscal year, beginning with July, the 
offenders are more numerous than 
ever. The flies in Mr. Goodwin’s well- 
conducted office are bulging with pa¬ 
pers in these cases. 

There are recruits, of course, In this 
peculiar class of wrongdoers, whose 
days and nights are devoted to 
schemes for deceiving the unsophisti¬ 
cated public, and who would use the 
Postofflee Department to help their en¬ 
terprises along. But there are very 
many confirmed ones, who, driven out 
of business under one name, soon be¬ 
gin under another. 

It is amazing how persistent some 
of the offenders are and equally re¬ 
markable to what extent people will 
put their money Into questionable ven¬ 
tures, says Mr. Goodwin. Lewis, the 
man who started the United States 
Bank at St. Louis, secured about $2,- 
500,000 before a fraud order was is¬ 
sued against him. That was one of 
the big cases. But there are many lit¬ 
tle cases. For instance, those old ad¬ 
vertisements for writing letters at 
home are still running, till we catch 
the persons practicing deception. Yon 
will find eases on our docket showing 
that we are constantly issuing fraud 
orders against such concerns. 

The medicines that cure everything 
under the sun likewise figure in the 
scores of fraud orders signed by- the 
Postmaster General. We are now con¬ 
struing the law against such concerns 
more strictly than it has ever before 
been construed In this office, with the 
result that fraud Is declared practiced 
In some cases where heretofore the 
perpetrators would have escaped. 

A few years ago a fraud order was 
Issued against one Rowan In Milwau¬ 
kee because he had been advertising 
pills that were a sure cure for deaf¬ 
ness. Furthermore, he promised to re¬ 
fund the money if consumers of the 
pills were not cured after following his 
instructions. When the money had 
been sent and the purchaser had Row¬ 
an’s pills, he found one of the condi¬ 
tions to be the taking of 2,000 pill* at 


the rate of one a day. Rowan was 
refused the privilege of the mails, and 
he was found to lie a very old offender. 
He was very prolific in new schemes 
for defrauding the gullible public, and 
also quick in securing a new address 
as soon ns he had hit upon a particular¬ 
ly ingenious scheme. 

An Aid to Hearing. 

“Hurry them along, please,” said the 
woman customer as she left a pair of 
opera glasses for repairs at a Chest¬ 
nut street store. “I can’t hear well at 
the theater without them.” 

Another customer who was waiting 
smiled when the women left at her up 
parent mistake. "She meant she could 
not see,” he observed. 

"No,” rejoined the optician; “she 
meant just what she said. Opera 
glasses are an aid to hearing ns well 
as to sight. You can prove it any time 
you are seated well toward the rear in 
a theater by training the glasses on a 
singer. As long as you keep the singer 
under scrutiny with the glasses you 
will be ablo to follow the words of the 
song with ease. Drop the glasses and 
you will notice a difference. It will 
require more or less of a strain to 
catch the enunciation distinctly. 

"By the use of opera glasses a the¬ 
ater patron Is enabled to note distinct¬ 
ly every movement of a singer’s lips, 
and the unconscious ‘Up reading’ great¬ 
ly aids the sense of hearing. If you 
ever attend a public meeting where it 
Is Impossible to get close to the speak¬ 
ers provide yourself with opera glass¬ 
es, and you will be surprised how 
greatly they will aid you in hearing.”— 
Philadelphia Record.
